The 
Massey  Pstate  is  now  giving  a  building  for  the.  use  of  rren  students  which  will 
cost  the.i  over  a  rilllion  dollars.  Mrs.  Treble  gave  the  Household  Science  ’ 
building,  wnich  has  cost  fully  1400,000.  Of  the  three  den’s  residences 
two,  each  costing  150,000,  were  given  by  crivate  donors,  one  of  their  Mir.  p,.c. 
.Vhitney.  Tne  graduates  raised  160,000  towards  the  Convocation  Hall.  Proir 
crivate  benefaction  over  15:^50,000  has  been  given  to  tne  Museuir:,  which  is 
hall  University  and  naif  Province.  Also  two  and  a  naif  rrillion  dollars 
have  been  given  frod  Toronto  to  the  Toronto  General  Hosoital,  which  is 
oractlcally  a  University  Hoscital.  Tnus  directly  and  indirectly  tne 
University  has  of  late  teen  receiving  a  good  dany  gifts.  However,  they  are 
not  so  snectacular  as  those  which  nave  gone  to  MtoGlll.  As  you  say  if  they 
will  give  to  other  Universities  we  shall  also  be  glad  to  hear  of  it.
